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French Quarter Fire In 
New Orleans Kills 29

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — 
Most of the 29 persons killed 
when fire flashed through a 
second-story cocktail lounge in 
the French Quarter here were 
trapped by burglar bars on 
three front windows, authorities 
said today. 
Fifteen others were injured in 
the fire at The Up Stairs 
Lounge, which was packed for 
the weekly Sunday night beer 
bust featuring all you could eat 
and drink for $2. 
Officials said they were still 
investigating the cause of the 
blaze and would not comment 
on reports that an angry patron 
had set the fire. 
Some small persons managed 
to escape by squeezing through 
the 
burglar bars 
on the 
lounge’s front windows and 
then leaping to the street. Oth­ 
ers left the building by smash-

ing a side window and climbed 
onto a fire escape. A few made 
their way to another fire es­ 
cape1 in the rear. 
The bodies of those who did 
not make it lay jammed like 
logs against the front windows, 
with four huddled under a 
charred grand piano. 
Some of the injured apparent­ 
ly were hurt in jumping to the 
street. 
Authorities said there was 
only one woman among the 
dead. 
Fire headquarters is but 
three blocks away. Units were 
on the scene in two minutes, 
said Supt. William McCrossen. 
The fire was out 16 minutes lat­ 
er. 
Adolph Medina, 32, of San 
Antonio, Tex., said flames en­ 
gulfed the bar in a short, panic- 
ridden moment after fire broke 
out on the front stairway. 
He said, “I was panicked 
about jumping, but two guys 
urged me to jump and I was 
small enough.... Some big guy 
on the ground caught me, and I 
kept looking back 'but my 
friend never got out.” 
Linn Quinton, 25, of Houston, 
Tex., said, ’‘The place just 
went up. Everyone panicked 
and started running for the 
windows. I jumped to the win­ 
dow in the left corner, opened 
it, swung out, grabbed a pipe' 
and slid down. 
“I turned around and broke a 
couple of other people’s falls, 
but 'there were one or two who 
just wouldn’t jump.” 
Quinton said: ‘‘The bigger 
people just couldn’t get out.

Convicts Release 4 Hostages 
Unharmed At Kentucky Prison 
EDDYVILLE, Ky. (AP) 
Three young convicts, seeking 
a transfer out of the state, held 
four hostages almost 18 hours, 
then released them today un­ 
harmed in the Kentucky State 
Penitentiary. 
At a news conference the 
three were permitted to hold as 
part of an agreement with au­ 
thorities, they said they in­ 
tended to kill the two correc­ 
tions officers and. two inmates 
if guards rushed the canteen in 
which they were held. 
A disagreement immediately 
broke out as to whether author­ 
ities had promised transfer to a

Dean told the Senate Water­ 
gate committee he hopes that 
when all the facts are known, 
“the President is forgiven.” 
Dean touched briefly on hi» 
belief that Nixon was involved 
as he began his testimony be­ 
fore the committee. 
Later, in a written statement 
to be read to the Senate investi­ 
gators, the former White House 
lawyer elaborated on Nixon’s 
alleged role. 
Dean said Nixon told him 
personally Feb. 27 that he con­ 
vide red HR. Haldeman and 
John D. Ehriichman to be 
"principals” in the case, and 
asked Dean to report directly 
to him on the wiretapping af­ 
fair.This was six weeks before 
April 17 when Nixon dropped 
his denials of administration in­ 
volvement in the scandal, and 
two month» before April 30 
when Haldeman and Ehriich­ 
man quit and Dean was fired. 
Dean said he told Nixon at 
the Feb. 27 meeting “that I had 
only managed to contain the 
matter during the campaign, 
but I was not sure it could be 
contained indefinitely.”

The Internal Revenue Service 
today clarified the rules for 
posting freeze prices during the 
60 day freeze period ordered by 
President Nixon on June 13th.

Director of Internal Revenue in 
I n d i a n a p o l i s , stated all 
r e t a i l e r s , wholesalers and 
manufacturers 
m u s t 
have 
available for public inspection 
a list of freeze prices for all 
commodities and services. He 
noted that meat ceiling prices 
currently posted in food stores 
must continue to be maintained 
along with the new listings. 
Under regulations issued by 
the Cost of Living Council each 
seller must have had his freeze 
price 
listing 
available 
by 
Sunday, June 24th. Where the 
listing is not available at the 
place of sale, the seller must 
have a sign (minimum 22” by 
28”) posted in a prominent 
place which reads: 
Freeze Price Information 
Information regarding the 
lawful freeze for any item sold 
or service provided by this 
business establishment may be 
obtained by filling in a Freeze 
P r i c e Information Request 
Form available at (specify 
location) and by handing it to

They cnose 
ecology as their main theme, and during 
these months collected and loaded on 
semi-trailers 300 tons of newspapers, 13 
tons of magazines, 37 tons of cardboard, 
and 24 tons of glass which they also 
cleaned and sorted. They were told that 
their ecology project saved over 4,000 
trees from being cut down. Their collect­ 
ed paper, magazines, and cardboard was 
recycled and used for newsprint and 
greeting cards. 
The materials were accumulated in a 
vacant house near Carthage and a bam 
near Rushville until time to notify firms 
for truck pickups. 
Other ways of earning money were 
used by the scouts. Some detasseled com, 
washed cars, sold popcorn, plastics at 
Christmas, served as waitresses. But their 
big project was ecology, and each girl was 
required to put in 20 to 30 hours each 
month to qualify for the trip. According 
to their leader, Mrs. Harold Clemons, the 
project treasurer, a $3 fine was placed on 
each girl who missed a loading date, no 
matter what the reason. Mrs. Clemons, 
affectionately called “Buttons,” used her 
truck for the project, supervised loading, 
and did scheduling of time. 
One of the girls on the hottest day last 
summer was busy washing and separat­ 
ing glass. Perspiration was dripping from 
her forehead, and she was heard to say, 
“There ought to be an easier way to get 
to Europe.” 
The girls had a personal note from Mrs. 
Lyndon (Ladybird) Johnson, congratu­ 
lating them on their project, and State 
Senator Marlin McDaniel, of Richmond, 
has invited the girls to be pages at the 
next legislature session. 
The lesson of cooperation, thrift, ecol­ 
ogy, and teamwork will be invaluable to 
them in later life. However, today as they 
visit the countries in Europe on their 17- 
day tour and receive accolades and meet 
scouts in other countries, they are duly 
honored. All went to Europe with cam­ 
eras and notebooks, so the trip should be 
well covered and a travelogue of their ex­ 
periences should make interesting read-

TO THINK ABOUT 


CITY- COUNTY BUILDING 
It looks like our suggestion of saving the taxpay­ 
ers of the city and county approximately $300,000 
to $400,000 hasn’t made much of a dent at the 
courthouse and city hall. 
The county needs and must have a new jail; the 
city needs a new city hall and police facilities. It 
is our opinion that a joint venture would be prac­ 
tical, and could be worked out. It has been done 
elsewhere. 
It is our idea that now is a good time to think 
of a building which would house city council 
chambers, the mayor’s office, the clerk-treasurer’s 
office, city judge, city police, county sheriff, justice 
of peace court, and county jail. No other office now 
housed in the courthouse would be involved. 
Nobody is talking about shutting down the court­ 
house, as some who oppose the city-county com­ 
plex have suggested. Only the offices mentioned 
above would be practical in the proposed building. 
The city council recently issued an invitation to 
the county commissioners and the county council 
to sit dow and talk about this. The meeting was 
held, and nobody from the county showed up. We 
feel it is at least worth talking about. Many to 
whom we have talked favor a city-county building. 
The county is going ahead with plans to build 
the county jail, and this conversation is pretty gen­ 
eral among people in responsibility in this area of 
government. We don’t hear one peep in the coop­ 
erative direction, anywhere. 
Likewise, the city has “shifted” plans from talk 
of a new city hall, and now have taken off in the 
direction of renovating the present building, add­ 
ing on there, and making this do. Here, too, conver­ 
sation of the cooperative effort in building is a 
no-no. 
If citizens in the county and city are in favor of 
the city-county building proposal, be assured it will 
not happen unless the heat is put on. Plans in both 
departments are rapidly being made which will 
rule out such a venture.

NEW YORK (AP) — Amer­ 
ica’s oil companies last year 
spent an estimated $112,370,000 
on television ads aimed at get­ 
ting you to stop at their gas 
stations. Now they’re spending 
millions to get you to conserve 
gas. 
This is called irony in some 
quarters, a national gasoline 
shortage in others. The oil com­ 
panies don’t want you to stop 
buying gas. They now just want 
you to use it more wisely than 
before. 
Six major companies—Mobil, 
Exxon, Gulf, Texaco, Amoco 
and Shell—say they’ve stopped 
or are phasing out their broad­ 
cast advertising created specif­ 
ically to sell gasoline. 
'Of those six, only the Gulf Oil 
Co. says it has yet to begin a 
broadcast campaign with the 
theme of gasoline conservation. 
A spokesman for the company 
says it’ll probably start such a 
campaign soon. 
The latest entry in the save- 
tfae gas derby is the Shell Oil 
Co., which today kicks off a 
major summer campaign that 
includes six 30-second television 
commercials 
starring 
actor 
Richard Basehart. 
He’ll offer tips on how motor­ 
ists can conserve gasoline dur­ 
ing 
the 
shortage, 
a 
Shell 
spokesman says. 
Singer Johnny Cash already 
is doing that for Amoco. 


The estimate of $112,370,000 


spent by oil companies on net­ 
work and area television adver­ 
tising comes from the Tele­ 
vision Bureau of Advertising, 
which is supported by the tele­ 
vision industry. The companies 
decline to say how much they 
spent on the tube last year. 
According to TVB, last year’s 
big spender was Shell, which 
coughed up $21,446,300 for tele- 
v i s i o n 
advertising. 
That’s 
enough to buy a really good bi­ 
cycle if the gas shortage gets 
worse this year. 


The 
six 
companies 
spent 
money not only on direct sales 
pitches on TV but also on in­ 
direct sales campaigns known 
as “institutional advertising...’’ 
That approach doesn’t urge you 
to buy products but instead em­ 
phasizes the good deeds and 
contributions of the company. 
The 
companies, 
some 
of 
which began discontinuing their 
“product” ads as far back as 
late April, say they’ll continue 
those of the “institutional varie­ 
ty’ with some keyed to the 
idea of conserving gas. 
When will they all go back to 
direct advertising for gasoline 
the way they did it in the good 
old days? None said they knew.

Amending the Constitution is

(AP)—Hoosier farmers can ex­ 
pect a 30 per cent drop in 
wheat production this year. 
That’s 
the gloomy 
forecast 
from Purdue University’s coop­ 
erative 
agriculture 
extension 
service, which forecast the In­ 
diana wheat crop at 28 million 
bushels,, as of June 1. 
The estimate of acres to be 
harvested 
this 
summer 
was 
placed at '665,(MM), a 19 per cent 
drop from the 1972 acreage. 
Yield was estimated at 42

per 
acre, 
down

bushels from last year.

LEGAL NOTICE 
TO ALL PKr sENT AND FORMER ANNUAL RATE REGULAR POSTAL EMPLOYEES AND THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 
DECEASED ANNUAL RATE REGULAR POSTAL EMPLOYEES REGARDING POSSIBLE ENTITLEMENT TO BACK WAGES 
This notice is published in conformity with a Consent Order entered August 26, 1971 by the United States District Court for the District of Columbia hi 
Settlement of Civil Actions Nos. 3593-69 and 359,5-69. Its purpose: is to bring this settlement to toe attention of .all persons who were full-time annual rate 
regular employees of the United States Postal Service (as used herein the term “Postal Service” includes toe former Port Office Department) at any tima be- 
tween approximately March 4,1966 and January 7,1972, as well as representatives of such employees who are now deceased. The settlement involves tot 
.recovery of back, wages for overtime under Public Law 89-301, for temporary re-scheduling 'under toe conditions set forth under1 paragraph I-A below. Thfe 
notice is intended to advise such persons of their rights regarding this matter. It should be read carefully. 
The lawsuits described above were filed on December 19, 1969 as “class actions” on behalf of all such present and former annual rate regular postal 
employees. The named plaintiffs in these .suits are certain, individual postal employees and too following postal labor 'unions: American. Postal WotfertS 
Union, AFL-CIO; Mail Handlers Division of toe Laborers* International Union, AFL-CIO; and toe National Association of Letter Carriers, AFL-CIO. 
I. SUMMARY OF THE CONSENT ORDER 
ENTERED IN THE “CLASS ACTIONS” 
The Consent Order establishes rules regarding 
toe payment of back wages to those present and 
former postal employees (or the representatives 
of deceased postal employees) who were entitled 
to, hut did not receive, -time and one-half for- 
work performed outside of their regular schedule 
as a result of a required temporary schedule 
change as set forth below. A complete statement 
of these rules is not set forth in this notice. The 
following rules represent only the basic condi» 
tions which apply to claims. Detailed Operating 
instructions and the Consent Order will be avail­ 
able to potential claimants, as indicated in para» 
graph E below. 
A. Qualification for Back Wages under “Class 
Action” Consent Order 
1. For the period from approximately March 4, 
1966 to January 7, 1972, annual rate regulars 
were entitled to overtime wages under Public Law 
89-301 for work performed during days or hours 
outside of their regular schedule as a result of » 
'required temporary schedule change, unless toe 
schedule change occurred while they were occu­ 
pying any of the following positions: (1) post­ 
master; (2) rural carrier; *(3) postal inspector; 
(4) road duty employee (as defined in 39 U.S.C. 
Sec. 3581 (1962)); (5) substitute employee; (6) 
hourly rate regular employee; (7) annual rate 
regulars who, between March 4, 1965 and July 
29, 1966, were in salary level PFS-8 and above; 
(8) annual rate regulars who, between July 29, 
1966 and October 6, 1967, were in salary level 
FFS-11 and above; (9) annual rate regulars who, 
after October 6,1967, were in salary level PFS- 
12 and above or equivalent levels. 
2. Any temporary schedule change op the part of 
an annual rate regular which was not made at his 
request for his convenience is a “required sched­ 
ule change’* for which the employee is entitled to 
overtime compensation for work performed put- 
side of his regular schedule, without regard to the 
nature of the work performed under toe tempo-' 
rary schedule. Temporary schedule changes made 
at an employee’s request for his convenience are 
not compensable at the overtime rate. 
B. Claims Procedure under “dam Action* Con­ 
sent Order 
1. The Consent Order establishes procedures for 
the filing of claims by present employees, former 
employees and toe representatives of deceased 
employees who assert entitlement to overtime 
back wages under paragraph A above. 
2. Claims Procedure for Present Employees 
(a) As soon as practical after July 30,1973, 
all present employees will be notified by their in­ 
stallation head that their time records are avail­ 
able for examination. In most cases these records 
date back to the first pay period in which regular 
work schedules were assigned 'under "Public .Law 
89-301, and end with toe pay period terminating 
on January 7,1972. 
(b) Each present employee is entitled to he 
excused from his normal tour of duty for up to 
one hour to review his time records and will he 
compensated for that hour at his straight time 
Tate of compensation. In addition, he may re­ 
move his records from toe installation for toe 
purpose of such review. 
(c) Special claim forms will be available in. 
all, postal installations. It will he necessary for toe 
employee to indicate on toe claim form those 
hours for which he believes he is entitled to re­ 
cover overtime hack wages. 
(d) An employee's failure to file a claim 
With his installation head within 90 days of re­ 
ceipt of notice that his 'time records .are available 
for inspection will waive his right to present a 
claim. However, upon good cause shown, toe 
time for filing a claim shal be extended. 
(e) An employee may submit a claim even 
though his time records are no longer available. 
(f) After an employee has submitted his 
daim, toe local installation bead will review it to 
determine whether toe claim should be approved 
for payment If 'toe1 daim. is denied, toe employee 
will be entitled to appeaL 
3. Procedure for Former Employees and toe Rep- 
lesentatives of Deceased Employees 
Essentially, the same rules apply to claims by 
former employees and representatives of deceased 
employees, with the following exceptions: 
(a) The Postal Service will attempt to notify 
former annual rate regulars of their rights in tola 
matter by forwarding a copv of this notice to toeir 
last known address on file with toe United 
States Civil Service Commission or toe appropri­ 
ate Postal Service Data Centex, 


(b) Any former employee, or toe represent­ 
ative of a deceased employee, who receives this 
notice from the Postal Service by mail must re­ 
quest access to the employee's time records in 
writing within 60 days of receiving such notice 
or waive bis right to present a claim. 
(c) Any former employee, or the represent­ 
ative of a deceased employee, who does not re­ 
ceive a copy of this notice from the Postal Service 
by mail must request access to the employee's 
time records within three years of July 1, 1973, 
or waive his right to present a claim. 
(d) The time records of former employees 
aw located at the post offices and postal installa­ 
tions where these employees worked. According­ 
ly, a former employee or a representative of a 
deceased employee may request access to such 
records #t) by visiting, or writing 'directly to, too 
head ot each post office or postal installation 
where the employee was employed, or (2) by 
asking any local, postmaster for assistance' in oh» 
taining such records. When making the request, a 
former employee must identify himself as a for­ 
mer postal employee who is requesting access to' 
his time records under the “Consent Order Pro­ 
cedure,’* and must state his name, social security 
'number, and the post office (s) or postal install»- 
tion(s) where be worked. The representative of a 
deceased employee should follow the same pro­ 
cedure with regard to toe deceased employee in­ 
volved and must also indicate on what basis he or 
she is acting as the deceased employee’s « p r o * 
^mtative. 
(e) Upon receiving notice from toe Postal 
Service that the records are available for exami­ 
nation, a former employee or the representative 
of a deceased employee must submit his claim as 
provided in paragraphs B2(c)-(f) of this notices 
C. Notification of Determination of Cbhna 
1. The installation head or his designee will notify 
the claimant in writing of toe disposition of his 
claim within 90 days of toe date the claim is filed. 
Failure to notify toe claimant of a determination 
of toe claim within 90 days will constitute auto­ 
matic approval of toe entire claim. If a daim is 
denied, the decision wiU state toe xeason(s) lor 
denial. 
2. If, within 30 days of receipt of toe written de­ 
cision regarding toe daim, the claimant fails to 
advise the Postad Service official who signed toe 
derision that he either (1) accepts toe decision in 
full, or (2) rejects toe derision in full, he wiR be 
deemed to have accepted toe decision in fuIL
